150,000 new people in tho State. Oi 
theso it is not likely that k-s^ than 100,- 
000 will remain and become permanen 
residents."

Surveyor Tinniu lias prepared a com' 
plete statement of the »rrivu!n and de 
partures of Chinese jrorn 18u2 to Juui 
30, 1887. The figures for each your are 
given, showing the steady growth of tho 
immigration to its present proportions 
[t ia not believef that these figures an 
anything more 'than an approximation 
as the records wove impeifcctly Uep 
prior to 1882. The total arrivals wen 
placed at 335,261 aud tho depaiture: 
were 19G.2C3, leaving 139,001 Chinese 
iu California and country who came 
through San Francinco. This is con 
Bidered short by at least CO,000. Prio 
to November 17, 1880, the arrivals wen 
253,035, and the departures 123,001 
Between that date and Angnst G, 18G2 
when the Bestriction Act went into ef 
fecfc, the arrivals w»re 45.GG5 and th 
departures, were 13,144. 
During tb 


half year from January 1st to Junn 30th 
this yaar, 11,147 heathens arrived and I 
8,702 went away. 


These figures are to be went East for 


reference during tho coming season of 
Congress. 
Anti-Chiaeso measures are 


being t'rauitd to be introduced early in 
tho season, and thoir passage will be 
urged by the entire Pacific coast delega- 
tion.

There is a popular idea that ft rail- 


oacl time-table is an arrangement of 
lours and minutes showing at what time 
rains leave certain towns nnd arrive at 
other 
towns. The 
Southern Pacific 


ompany evidently considers the idea a 
lelusion. 
From the reports we have 


•eceived and the investigations we have 
made it can.safely be said that it is the 
exception for a south-going train to ar- 
rive in Los Angeles, San Bernardino or 
San Diego on time, and that there have 
not been two days during the past forl- 
uight when both the Southern and Cen- 
tral Pacific overland trains have arrived 
n this city on time. There is no other 
word for this tardiness and inexietitude 
than—disgraceful. 


It is disgraceful, because that sched- 


ule of tho hour of arrival and departure 
called a time-table is really a contract 
between the railroad and its patrons, 
and that contract is daily broken by the 
company. There would be but scant 
redress to the man who missed an im- 
portant appointment because he arrived 
too Into nt the depot, but there should 
be ample redress if the cause of the 
failure to keep llmt appointment lies 
with the company who has taken the 
man's transportation money. 


It is disgraceful, because every one is 


an uncertain about arriving on schedule 
time as he was in the days of coaching. 
A man has to go to Los Angeles on busi- 
ness, we will suppose, and by consulting 
the time-table he sees that he can go 
down by such a train and return home 
by the next, with so many hours in 
which to transact his business. 
When 


he trusts to the Southern Pacific time- 
table, however, he leans on 
a, very 


broken reed, and the chances are that 
ho will get to Los Angeles at anything 
from one to six hours late, miss his ap- 
pointment and be put to the expense of 
stopping over another day. 


It is disgraceful because these delays 


are not due to unavoidable accidents, 
but soocu to upring from carelesness, 
parsimony or poor equipmsnt. The ex- 
cuses are numerous—and wenk. 
Either 


tho coal is bad, or theie ore rabbits on 
the track, or a switch won't work, or 
the conductor was left behind, or there 
was a hot bos, or something equally 
small and shabby was the matter. The 
hot box, by the by, is n prolific source 
of delay, and if the train goes more than 
five miles an hour, straightway there is 
a hot box and every one has to sit down 
nnd wait for it to cool off. 


Ifc is disgraceful—but the reiterated 


complaint is Maless, and we can only 
count on active mid direct competition 
for a better service.
